The  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  of  the  NATIONAL  SCRIP  COLLECTORS  ASSOCIATE 
met  at  the  Holiday  Inn,  Corbin,  Kentucky,  on  FRIDAY  ,  OCTOBER  6,  1978,  ot  2:00  p 
In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Vice-President  W.  E.  Williams  presided. 

Following  proper  motion  and  in  order  to  conform  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,' 
membership  applications  of  all  members  through  Number  525  were  approved  with  the  except  o^ 
of  Number  472.  The  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  return  the  dues  of  this  applicant  with  a 
letter  stating  reason  for  non-approval. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  the  current  policy  for  "Free  Ads"  in  the  Scrip  Talk 
bulletin  and  following  proper  motion,  it  was  voted  to  table  the  discussion  until  the  Spring 
1979  meeting.

Following  proper  motion,  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  purchase  132  copies  of  the 
Dodrill  book  "20,000  Coal  Company  Stores"  to  be  sold  to  members  at  the  following  prices: 
Single  copies  -  $5.00;  5  to  10  copies  -  $4.00;  10  or  more  copies  -  $3.00  per  copy. 

Treasurer  was  authorized  to  offer  these  for  sale  at  the  General  Meeting  on  October  7th. 

Following  proper  motion,  the  Executive  Committee  approved  the  membership  plan  to 
award  a  free  copy  (hard  bound  or  loose  leaf)  of  the  Edkins  book  to  each  member  signing  5 
new  members  for  NSCA  in  the  period  from  May  1978  to  May  1979.

The  SEMI-ANNUAL  meeting  of  the  NATIONAL  SCRIP  COLLECTORS  ASSOCIATION 
was  held  on  SATURDAY,  OCTOBER  7,  1978,  at  the  Holiday,  Inn,  Corbin,  Kentucky.  Vice- 
President  W.  E.  Williams  presided  in  the  absence  of  the  President.  A  motion  carried  that 
the  reading  of  the  minutes  be  dispensed  with,  a  copy  having  been  mailed  to  every  member 
as  a  part  of  the  bulletin. 

It  was  announced  that  President  John  Fliss  had  undergone  surgery  on  two  occasions 
since  the  last  meeting  and  was  again  going  to  enter  the  hospital  for  a  third  operation.  The 
acting  President  appointed  R.  R.  Tippy  as  Parliamentarian  for  the  meeting.  A  portion  of  4 he 
tape  recorded  at  the  Dutch  Dinner  held  informally  on  Friday  evening  was  played  for  the 
membership  by  Gordon  Dodrill.  The  entertainment  was  provided  by  musicians  secured  by 
John  Rice  Irwin  of  the  Museum  of  Appalachia  at  Norris,  Tennessee.  Authentic  bluegrass 
and  country  music  was  provided  by  the  group  and  was  well  received  by  those  in  attendance. 
Announcement  was  made  that  Mr.  Irwin  would  appreciate  donations  of  coal  scrip  for  the 
display  of  Appalachian  history  that  he  is  preparing  at  the  museum. 

Chairman  C.  F.  Colley  of  the  best  article  in  "Scrip  Talk"  committee  announced 
that  no  award  would  be  presented  for  the  current  period  as  determined  at  a  meeting  of  the 
committee . 

Announcement  was  mode  that  the  committee  headed  by  Dave  Schenkman  on  the 
non-profit  corporation  status  of  the  association  was  not  ready  to  report  at  this  time.

A  letter  from  Don  Edkins  was  read  to  the  membership  by  R .  R.  Tippy  relating  to 
the  new  edition  of  the  scrip  book.  It  was  noted  that  all  present  should  send  their  unlisted 
items  and  new  finds  to  Mr.  Edkins  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  the  proposed  schedule  could 
be  maintained.  It  was  noted  that  Don  presently  has  the  Tippy  tokens  and  he  is  to  advise 
Paul  Jensen  when  they  are  returned  so  that  Jensen  can  send  his  approximate  700  additions. 
Jensen  is  to  advise  Craigo  -  Craigo  advise  Caldwell,  etc.  so  that  prompt  recording  and 
return  of  the  tokens  can  be  made.  It  was  noted  that  once  the  new  manuscript  is  ready, 
portions  will  be  sent  to  knowledgable  collectors  in  each  state  so  that  revision  of  the 
rarity  scale  can  be  made  in  light  of  present  conditions.  Too,  Mr.  Tippy  noted  that  the 
records,  as  agreed  to  by  Don,  would  remain  the  property  of  NSCA.  It  was  noted  that 
with  the  sale  of  the  remaining  copies  of  the  First  Edition  there  would  be  funds  available 
to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of  publication  of  the  new  edition  down  the  road  when  the 
records  are  completed. 

Following  proper  motion,  it  was  voted  to  return  the  TAMS  Literary  Award  to 
Don  Edkins  with  a  letter  of  appreciation  from  NSCA  for  his  special  efforts  and  devotion 

to  duty  in  the  publication  of  the  book.  R.  R.  Tippy  volunteered  to  write  the  letter  in 
behalf  of  the  membership. 

Charles  Kagey  presented  a  special  gavel  to  NSCA  made  of  walnut  by  Mr.  Jan 
Heuvel  of  Williamsburg,  Virginia.  Following  proper  motion,  it  was  voted  to  send  special 
thanks  to  Mr.  Heuvel  on  behalf  of  NSCA. 


Announcement  of  the  special  membership  campaign  was  made,  it  being  noted  that 
a  free  Edkins  book  would  be  presented  to  the  member  for  each  five  new  members  signed 
before  May  1979  meeting.  Too,  it  was  noted  that  27  members  from  1977  had  not  renewed 
for  1978  and  a  list  will  be  published  in  the  next  issue  of  "Scrip  Talk"  as  a  reminder  to 
these  members. 


It  was  noted  that  1979  dues  will  be  due  with  the  next  issueof  the  bulletin  and 
those  present  were  urged  to  pay  their  dues  now  so  that  postage  can  be  saved  as  well  as 
wear  and  tear  on  the  Secretary. 

Paul  Jensen  thanked  the  Innkeeper  for  the  fine  arrangements  for  the  Corbin  meeting 
and  noted  that  it  was  probably  the  best  arranged  meeting  ever  held  for  the  group.  Too, 
special  thanks  were  given  to  W.  E.  Williams  and  R.  R.  Tippy  for  their  advance  work  in 
connection  with  the  Corbin  meeting. 

Treasurer  Walter  Caldwell  announced  that  the  current  balance  in  the  general  fund 
was  $960.43.  It  was  noted  that  this  was  not  the  catalog  fund  since  a  report  could  not 
be  presented  due  to  the  absence  of  John  Fliss.  It  was  noted,  however,  that  the  Edkins 
book  was  completed  paid  for  and  that  current  book  sale  money  would  go  into  the  fund 
for  publication  of  the  next  edition. 

Bulletin  Editor  Caldwell  noted  that  additional  articles  are  needed  for  publication 
and  that  any  member  having  questions  as  to  the  financial  aspects  of  the  bulletin  should

A  special  program  was  presented  on  the  cleaning  of  scrip  (should  you  or  should  you 

not?)  by  Walter  Caldwell,  Paul  Jensen  and  Dave  Schenkman  (by  letter).  It  was  well 

received  by  the  members  in  attendance. 

It  was  noted  that  the  attendance  -  not  only  by  members  -  but  from  the  general 
public  at  the  Corbin  meeting  was  one  of  the  best  in  recent  years.  It  was  announced  that 
the  Spring  1979  meeting  would  be  held  -  the  first  week-end  in  May  1979  -  at  Hawks 
Nest  State  Park  near  Ansted,  W.Va.,  and  that  reservations  are  now  being  taken. 

The  meeting  closed  with  comments  by  Col.  Bill  Murray  of  Arkansas  who  travelled  the 

greatest  distance  to  the  meeting.  (Col.  Murray  writes  a  regular  column  in  Coin  World 
and  other  numismatic  publications.).  There  bei 
adjourned  at  3:30  p.m.

Appearing  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  "SCRIP  TALK"  is  a  map  of  the  coal  fields 
of  America.  To  go  along  with  this  map  is  a  story  of  coal  mining  in  four  states, 
of  which  only  a  few  tokens  are  known.  Perhaps  this  article  will  help  in  locating 
scrip  for  these  states. 

The  writer  researched  "The  Coal  Trade  Journal"  and  "Black  Diamond"  to  collect 
the  needed  information  for  the  years  1880  to  1920.  We  hope  the  material  will 
spur  some  interesting  and  successful  investigation  leading  to  scrip  tokens. 

No  scrip  is  known  for  the  "Bear  Republic"  of  California,  even  though  coal 
production  figures  reveal  that  the  state  mined  more  than  100,000  tons  in  each  of 
the  early  years  1880,  1886,  1889  and  1890.  The  biggest  production  year  came 

in  1880,  when  236,950  tons  were  mined....  Newspapers  showed  that  Mendocino 
County  had  mines  producing  coal,  with  Mount  Diablo,  Livermore,  lone  and  Rel 
River  reporting  good  production.  Almost  all  of  the  California  commercial  coal 
was  shipped  to  San  Francisco.  A  Mr.  W.  P.  Ukiah  was  named  as  the  leading 
coal  figure  of  this  area. 

The  1880's  coal  companies  would  perhaps  be  the  best  bet  for  using  coal  scrip, 
since  early  token  manufacturers  were  also  based  in  theSan  Francisco  area  where 
the  coal  was  shipped.  These  would  appear  as  "mavericks"  in  most  cases.  News¬ 
papers  of  1892  revealed  that  Contra  Costa  and  Amador  Counties  led  California 
production  with  41,440  and  25,618  tons  respectively.  Fresno  County  showed  a 
production  figure  of  10,730,  while  San  Bernandino  County  trailed  with  oniy 
6,830  tons  produced. 

The  1913  "Coal  Trade"  journal  noted  that  the  introduction  of  fuel  oil  for 
industrial  purposes  had  given  little  incentive  for  production  of  coal.  Then  too, 
California  coal  was  of  a  poorer  quality  and  inaccessible  in  regard  to  its  location. 
Tonnage  had  dropped  for  a  total  of  200,000  tons  to  only  15,000  ton  average  in 
the  preceding  ten  years.  The  1921  Saward  report  showed  that  California's  pro¬ 
duction  had  not  improved  its  bituminous  figures.  Other  Western  states  provided 
California  with  its  fuel  needs.  Australia  and  British  Columbia  also  shipped  in 
quantities  of  coal  to  California. 

OREGON 

Located  just  North  of  California,  the  State  of  Oregon's  coal  history  is  similar 
to  its  Southern  neighbor.  For  the  years  1901-12  only  1904  (111,540)  and  1905 
(109,641)  saw  the  state  breaking  the  century  mark  for  production.  About  the 
only  coal  being  produced  in  1912  was  in  Coos  County,  with  the  domestic  coal 
being  shipped  to  San  Francisco.  Production  in  1912  was  only  41,637  tons  and  it 
dipped  to  18,739  tons  by  1919.  So,  let's  check  all  those  Coos  area  tokens 
made  for  this  period  of  time  and  come  up  with  an  Oregon  coal  token.

MICHIGAN 

Michigan  is  a  different  story  lhan  the  preceding  states  in  that  a  few  tokens 
are  known  for  the  state.  I  believe  Cunningham  and  another  Michigan  collector

have  pieces  for  the  Verne  Coal  Co.,  at  Saginaw.  I  have  a  bi-metal  piece  for 
the  Antrim  Iron  Co.  at  Mancelona,  which  reportedly  was  used  in  the  Saginaw- 
Bay  City  area.  However,  the  documentation  is  not  strong  enough  yet.  Reportedly, 
the  Antrim  Iron  Co.  was  owned  by  a  Grand  Rapids  furniture  maker.  Pig  iron  was 
the  product  of  the  Manceiona  operation,  which  was  sent  to  Grand  Rapids.  It 
seems  logical  that  this  iron  manufacturer  may  have  had  a  captive  mine  in  the 
Saginaw  coal  fields. 

This  state  traces  its  coal  mining  back  to  1835  in  the  so-called  Jackson  Field. 

It  was  near  the  city  by  the  same  name.  Only  three  years  later  (1838),  mines  were 
opened  at  Grand  Lodge,  in  Eaton  County.  However,  the  first  official  report  of 
Michigan's  output  came  in  the  1860  Census,  in  which  a  production  of  2,320  tons 
was  credited  to  the  state. 

Coal  men  of  this  time  stated  that  most  of  Michigan's  coal  was  to  be  found  in 
the  Saginaw  Valley,  including  Saginaw  and  Bay  Counties.  Tuscola  and  Eaton 
Counties  also  produced  coal.  One  of  the  chief  markets  for  Michigan  coal  from 
1850  to  1912  was  the  salt-evaporating  plants  of  the  state.  The  mills  used  for 
sawing  lumber  were  also  big  users  of  home-produced  coal.  It  was  Michigan 
which  displaced  W.  Va.  as  a  salt  producer  in  the  post-Civil  War  period. 

In  1907,  Michigan  coal  production  saw  Saginaw  County  leading  with  1,047,927 
tons  and  Bay  County  close  behind  with  962,574  tons.  This  production  compared 
with  Kanawha  County's  (W.Va.)  4,623,100  tons  for  the  same  period.  Michigan's 
2-million  plus  compared  favorably  with  the  Kanawha  figures.  By  1921,  only 
Saginaw,  Bay  and  Tuscola  were  major  producers.  However,  mines  operated  also 
in  Genessee,  Ingram,  Calhoun  and  Shiawassee  Counties  from  1914-21.  The  key 
to  discovering  scrip  for  these  counties  lies  in  discovering  locations  for  Michigan 
maverick  tokens.  Some  of  the  many  Ingle  System  mavericks  may  be  coal  or  coal 
related . 


ARKANSAS 

Arkansas  has  long  been  a  coal  producer  on  a  moderate  basis,  but  has  not  shown 
the  degree  of  growth  as  most  other  states.  In  the  time  frame  of  1901  to  1920, 
its  production  has  ranged  from  1^  million  tons  to  2,700,000  tons.  Its  best  year 
during  this  period  came  in  1907,  when  2,67  0,438  tons  of  coal  was  mined.  The 
reason  for  its  almost  stable  production  figure  has  been  due  to  the  abundance  of 
oil  in  bordering  states  of  Texas  and  Oklahoma.  The  coal  in  Arkansas  for  this 
period  was  used  for  railroads.  Oklahoma,  at  this  time,  was  also  a  large  producer 
1  of  coal . 

Sebastian  County  was  the  largest  producer,  with  1,875,386  tons.  Other 
counties  were  Franklin,  Johnson,  Pope,  Logan,  Ouachita,  Scott  and  Washington, 
in  order  of  mine  tonnage  figures.
